BELMONT stated that if any Laboratory assistance was 
wanted, they would send them down; that they are sending down 
a f if Saras aan also, if wanted. BELMONT pointed out this la ’ ' 

basically a Secret Service Job but the Director has made it „ 

clear that ve are to give ever^ possible assistance go all ^ 

out — anything. . • . 

BELMONT said was considering sending wire toall cf flees 
to check on rabid persons who said were going to shoot President 

SAC said apparently there was not a Secret Service aan 
killed, that only aen shot were President and Oover^r^ j 

BELMONT stated again to offer all possible assistance; - ^ 

that Jurisdiction does net natter' now — to react as If it were ^ 
ours, and not to hold anything back froa Secret Bervioe. He 
Instructed to keep office advised through Rosen's office; io '^v-.

At 1:55 PM, Mr. BELMOKT called fion Bureau and stated 
had Just received word that Vice President JOHMSOH had had 
a heart attack and was near death in Dallas; that he had been 
taken away under nedation* Mr. BELMONT requested we find ovt 
right now re this. He was told that as far as we know, 

JOHNSON did leave the area whore Pres. KENNEDY and CONN ALLY 
were and he went off with someone; that we don't think JOHKSOH 
had a heart attack. JOHNSON walked off from the hospital. 


BELMONT was advised that a police ef ficer was killed 
shortly afterwards with a rifle and that the nan Mxo shot 
hin had been captured in the Texas Theater and was en route 
to PD; that it was believed he was the nan who killed the 
President. Agents have gone to the PD with the officers right 
now. 


Mr. HOOVER was then calling the Attorney General, end 
wanted to know re Vice President JOHNSON. Mr. BELMOKT was . 

.advised that the Agents saw hin walk away from the hosp. and ^ 
a bunch of secret service nan ware protecting hin and conpletelj 
skerounded hin; that we don't know of any heart attack. 
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
